Beat yolk of eggs with sugar until white. Add whisky very, very 
slowly, stirring constantly. Let mixture set overnight or for several 
hours as the bourbon ‘cooks’ the eggs and it will not separate 
later. When ready to serve, whip the cream and beat egg whites.
